On Saturday, the last day of 
the survey here, an additional 
machine will be .set up in the 
Canyon, in the parking lot op¬ 
posite the Canyon Grocery 
Store. 

“It only takes a minute or 
so,” R. C. Lewis, Sierra Madre 
chairman, said yesterday. ‘And 
the x-rays are an accurate con¬ 
fidential way of making cer¬ 
tain you don’t have tuberculo¬ 
sis. If your x-ray does show 
signs of TB or other chest dis¬ 
eases, however, you have a 
good chance of checking the 
trouble before it gets to a more 
advanced stage.” 

Throughout the week, repre¬ 
sentatives of local organiza¬ 
tions have been serving as hos¬ 
tesses.

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
Tuesday night was instructed 
to protest California Water and 
Telephone Company’s latest 
application for a rate increase. 

Sierra Madre officially had 
urged the State Public Utilities 
Commission to deny a previous 
rate increase request “until the 
telephone service is improved.” 
Decision on this application 
still is pending. 

The telephone company’s most 
recent request is for an addi¬ 
tional $157,000 to be spread 
over Southland communities, 
including Sierra Madre and 
Monrovia, A hearing on this 
application was scheduled for 
yesterday. 

In asking a new rate boost, 
the telephone company points 
out that it has entered into 
agreements with its employees 
Involving wage increases of 
$55,600 for the year, beginning 
Nov. 1, 1950. Corporate tax in¬ 
crease also will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $60,000 more an¬ 
nually, and improvements in 
the telephone company’s plants 
are expected to cost an addi¬ 
tional $3,000,000.

Boarding city prisoners at the 
County Jail became more ex¬ 
pensive last week as the City 
Council signed a new contract 
with the county. 

Under the agreement. Sierra 
Madre will pay the county 
$1.57 per day for male prison¬ 
ers and $2.32 per day for fe¬ 
male prisoners confined in the 
County Jail. Previously, a flat 
rate of 95 cents a day for both 
se.xes had been the rule. 

County officials had request¬ 
ed the rate boost on recommen¬ 
dation of the county auditor as 
to what the actual cost of feed¬ 
ing and housing prisoners is 
per day. It was not explained 
why women are more expen¬ 
sive to “board” than men. 

The new contract applies only 
to persons convicted of city or¬ 
dinance violations, not state 
law violators.

It was sent to his great 
uncle, Samuel Hough, on June 
9, 1814. 

In those days, of course, no 
stamps wore used and there 
were no envelopes in the usual 
sense of the word. Instead, the 
writing paper itself was folded 
over and .sealed. 

Written on the face of the let¬ 
ter was this: 

“Mr. Samuel Hough, twelve 
miles south, Geneva, Ontario 
County, State of New York.’

Parent-Te a c her Association 
grade level and room confer¬ 
ences, held three nights last 
week at Eugene Field School, 
gave parents an insight into the 
problems and objectives of 
teachers in dealing with their 
pupils. 

In explaining the various 
tests and achievement records 
of the elementary school child.

“Especially in the primary 
grades, therefore, all stigmas of 
poor and good work, slow and 
fast students arc removed,” Mr. 
Haworth said. “Instead, the stu¬ 
dent is urged only to do the 
work of which he is capable 
and interested in.” 

The educator said that pos¬ 
sibly because of this attitude, 
the primary level of Pasadena 
school children falls slightly 
below the national level. 

“However, this is more than 
rectified when the happy, well- 
adjusted and confident child 
roaches the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth grades,” Mr. Haworth 
said. 

“Here, Pasadena pupils shoot 
high above national norms in 
their achievement tests.”

Building Activity Falls Off 
Slightly During Past Month 

While falling off slightly from September, building activity in 
Sierra Madre last month still was nearly three times that of 
October, 1949.

C. S. Kersting, 
Early Pioneer, 
Dies in L. A. 

Charles S. Kersting, early Si¬ 
erra Madre pioneer, passed 
away early yesterday morning, 
Nov. 15, in Los Angeles. 

Kersting Court, one of Sierra 
Madre’s principal streets, is 
named after Mr. Kersting who 
did much of the working and 
planning for the downtown 
shopping center as it is today. 

It was Mr. Kersting who ex¬

Po Deficit 
Blamed on 
Low Rates 

The 551 million dollar deficit 
which is plaguing the U. S. 
Post Office Department today 
is due largely to the fact that 
inadequate rates are being 
charged for mail. 

This is the opinion of Charles 
Elgar, San Gabriel Postmaster, 
who addressed the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Kiwanis Club Tuesday. 

Mr. Elgar, who is a past presi¬ 
dent of the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Society of Postmasters, sug¬ 
gested that the U. S. Postmas¬ 
ter General should be author¬ 
ized to adjust rates since Cong¬ 
ress “hasn’t seen fit to do so.” 

“Second-class mail — maga- 
gines and publications — Is 
delivered at a flat rate of one 
cent a pound,” the speaker said. 
“The rate was set up in 1897 
when the United States was a 
rural country and'Congress was 
trying to encourage more read¬ 
ing among rural peoples.” 

“Today,” he continued, “the 
postman’s back is being brok¬ 
en every Thursday when nat¬ 
ional magazines and other pub¬ 
lications are delivered. One rec¬ 
ent issue of a magazine weigh¬ 
ed 114 pounds. Under the 1897 
law, we were entitled to collect 
only 114 cent per copy.” 

The Post Office Department 
has been put “into the freight- 
hauling business,” Mr. Elgar 
stated. He urged citizens to tell 
their newly-elected Congress¬ 
men and Senator "how they 
feel” on the subject and re- 
quest a revision of postal rates 
which will mean improved 
postal service. 

Mr. Elgar praised the work 
of Sierra Madre Postmaster Ed¬ 
die D. Robertson and local em¬ 
ployees, pointing out that in 
the past three years twice the 
volume of mail has been hand¬ 
led by the office—but with the 
same number of workers. 

The volume of Sierra Madre 
Post Office business has in¬ 
creased 25 per cent during the 
past year, he said.

Best Seller Tells Humorous 
Episodes in Priest’s Life 

BY ISABEL STRADLEY 

THE LITTLE WORLD OF DON CAMILLO: This is an engaging 
collection of humorous episodes translated from the Italian. They 
concern the -daily life of the village priest in a small town in 
Italy, Don Camillo, and his arch-enemy, the Communist Peppone. 
Peppone is the village mayor and a man of supreme authority. 
The book is mildly satrical, but_ 


written with tenderness and 
warm tolerance with a laugh 
on every page. Christian prin¬ 
ciples as opposed to Commun¬ 
ist-totalitarian dogmas create 
grave issues, but whenever 
Peppone gets too much for 
the militant priest, the latter 
retreats to the altar to talk 
things over with Christ. Some 
of their decisions are hilarious. 

KON-TIKI, by Thor Heyerda¬ 
hl: This is the story of a great 
exploit that rivals anything to 
be found in world literature. It 
is the account of six young men 
who risked their lives for 101 
days on a primitive raft, drift¬ 
ing across the Pacific. 

'They wanted to prove a sci¬ 
entific theory—that Polynesia 
may have been settled origin¬ 
ally, not by the Asiatics, but 
by men who crossed the ocean 
from Peru! 

Aside from the factual con¬ 
tent, the book holds a special 
enchantment for the reader, as 
it Is touched with the magic 
of Mr. Heyerdahl’s pen—he is a 
born story-teller. Indeed the 
writing takes its place with 
that of a Melville or a Conrad. 

NUTS IN MAY, by Cornelia 
Otis Skinner: This is an enter¬ 
taining collection, gay and 
slightly mad as usual, from the 
pen of the versatile Miss Skin¬ 
ner. 

There are episodes concern¬ 
ing her young son, visits to his 
school, his first tuxedos, her 
attempt to send a radio mes¬ 
sage from Paris through the 
French Telegraph system, and 
last but far from dull, the ac¬ 
count of Cornelia’s own person¬ 
al, private interview with the 
famous Dr. Kinsey. 

Miss Skinners humor has 
depth and genuineness — per¬ 
haps it is because she laughs 
at herself most of all.
